ECONOMY SERIES Made from OLD silk stockings 




BEDROOM SLIPPERS 

Knitted from Old Silk Stockings 

MATERIALS. 

About 14 (7 pairs) old silk stockings (varying colours may be used) . 
A size 9 crochet hook. 

TENSION. Work to produce about 5 sts. and 4 rows to 2 inches. 
ABBREVIATIONS. —d.c.-—double crochet, cont.—continue, ins.— 
inches, st.—stitch, rep.—repeat. 

Cut silk stocking as shown in illustration. Cut top part of leg i in. 
wide, silk part a good inch. When winding into a ball, divide cut top 
part of stocking as it works up thicker than the silk. 

Begin at toe:— 

Make 4 chain and join into a ring with a slip st. Work in rounds of 
d.c. taking back loop only, thus:— 

1st round. * 2 d.c. into 1st st., 1 d.c. into next st. Rep. from * 
to end. 

2nd round. As 1st round. 

3rd round. * 2 d.c, into 1st st., 1 d.c. into next st. Rep. from * to 
last st., 2 d.c. into next st. 

4th round. As 1st round (21 sts. in round). 

Continue straight in d.c. until work measures 5i ins., finishing at end 
of round (or correct length to fit well over instep). 

Continue in rows to begin heel thus, taking up back loops only as 
before:— 

1st row. 1 d.c. into each of next 9 d.c., turn with 1 ch.

Cut silk stocking as shown in illustra¬ 
tion. Cut top part of leg -Jin., silk part 
a good inch. When winding into a ball, 
divide cut top part of stocking as it works 
up thicker than the silk. 


Work on these 9 sts. for 2\ ins., then shape thus:— 1 \ 1 

Next row. 1 d.c. into each st. to end, 1 d.c. into side of heel 2 rows 
back, 1 d.c. into side of heel in next row, turn with 1 ch. 

Next row. Miss 1st st., work as previous row. 

Next row. Miss 1st st., 1 d.c. into each st. to end, 1 d.c. into side of 
heel in next row. Turn with 1 ch. 

Rep. last row 3 times, thus ending at side of instep. 

(y-if-Mj Work a row of d.c. all round top edge of slipper. Fasten off.
